Resident Fined $100 
After Paying Tax 

A Granite Cityan, employed as 
general manager of the Ehr- 
hardt Tool and Machine Co., St. 
Louis, who was arrested last 
Friday for non-payment of Mis¬ 
souri state Income taxes was 
fined $100 and costs in the St. 
Louis Court of Criminal Cor¬ 
rection Monday, after he had 
paid over $1400 in taxes for the 
years 1955 through 1959. 

Charles M. Hawkins, who re¬ 
sides at 3117 Fehling road, told 
the Press-Record today that he 
paid the back taxes after being 
arrested, but was then taken to 
court, where Judge Louis Com- 
erford assessed a fine of $100, 
sentenced him to a 60-day work- 
house term and placed him on 
parole for two years. The work- 
house sentence was suspended. 

Hawkins said he and his em¬ 
ployer were at the Criminal 
Courts building in St. Louis for 
nearly two hours trying to ar¬ 
range bail after he had been ar¬ 
rested. “They seemed to be con¬ 
fused as to whether my employ¬ 
er could put up my bond or if’ 
I must employ a professional 
bondsman." Hawkins said.

Members of the Madison 
school board elected John Bell- 
coff to a seventh consecutive 
nne-year term as board presi¬ 
dent during a reorganizational 
meeting Tuesday night. The post 
of secretary went to Henry Bau- 
cum. who succeeds Oel Blumen- 

Both Beilcoff and Baucum 
were elected unanimously. The 
post of secretary is rotated an¬ 
nually by the board. A new 
board member, William Schrieb- 
er, elected to the board together 
with an incumbent. Dr. Steve 
Geroff, in the April 9 school 
election, was seated during the 
meeting. Schrieber and Dr. Ger¬ 
off ran unopposed and Vasil 
Graville. incumbent, did not file 
for re-election. 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing, board members stood for a 
moment of silence out of respect 
to the late Elmer Kelly, a mem¬ 
ber of the board, who died April 
8. No action was taken on the 
two-year board vacancy. 

Brown, Lewis Retained 

Wensel Brown was retained 
by the board as superintendent 
of the Madison schools, a post 
he has held for over seven years, 
and the board also rehired Aus¬ 
tin Lewis as school attorney. 

The board will continue to 
hold its regular meetings on the 
third Tuesday of each month. 

Miss Peggy G. Pryor was em¬ 
ployed by the board as a teacher 
at the Blair school for the 1960- 
61 school year. A native of Mad¬ 
ison, Miss Pryor is the first of 
three new elementary teachers 
to be hired by the district. Other 
applicants are being considered. 
She will graduate from Southern 
Illinois University in June. 

SH8.721 Bills 

During the board meeting 
which preceded the reorganiza¬ 
tion, the board members approv¬ 
ed salaries for March totaling 
$45,846. Included were $37,032 
for educational purposes, $4701 
for custodians, $287 for health, 
$1305 for clerical, $449 for at¬ 
tendance. $153 for legal and 
$1919 for cooks and assistants. 

Bills approved for payment in¬ 
cluded $28,163 ln the educational 
fund. $2453 in the building fund. 
$54,053 in the 1959 building bond 
issue fund and $4052 in the 


school lunch fund, a total of 
$88,721. 

A canvass of votes cast in the 
April 9 school election was com¬ 
pleted by the board, with no 
changes noted from the original 
totals.

The firm of C. J. Schlosser 
and Co. was retained to conduct 
the school district’s annual au¬ 
dit. 

Supt Brown was given auth¬ 
ority to hire two additional ele¬ 
mentary teachers and a princ¬ 
ipal at Blair school, to transfer 
teachers when pupils are re-as- 
signed to new schools, to change 
two part-time custodial jobs to 
full-time when the new Blair 
and Harris buildings are com¬ 
pleted, and to file claims with 
the state of Illinois under the 
National Defense Act for reim¬ 
bursement for science classes. 

Special Meeting Tuesday 

The board received bids on 
new furniture for the Blair and 
Harris’ schools from two firms 
Monday. The bids were opened, 
but action was deferred until the 
board meets in special session 
next Tuesday. 

Final action on the new furni¬ 
ture bids is to be taken at the 
meeting, and the board will re¬ 
view bids on the summer build¬ 
ing Improvement program.

Expansion to meet the grow¬ 
ing needs of an enlarging com¬ 
munity and to reach new cus¬ 
tomers In areas where residen¬ 
tial subdivisions spring up some¬ 
times almost overnight is the 
watchword of th# Glllt depart¬ 
ment stares. Glik’s and 150 
other local firms are to be hon¬ 
ored May 4 at a banquet being 
given by the Associated Retail¬ 
ers and Chamber of Commerce. 

Established in Madison back 
in 1901, when Morris Glik, then 
only 17, opened the “Good Luck 
Store” in the 300 block of Madi¬ 
son avenue, the firm has grown 
in 59 years to where it encom¬ 
passes five locations in Madison, 
Granite City’s Bellemore Village, 
East Alton, Alton and Edwards- 
ville. 

Morris Glik, father of present 
store head Joseph Glik, passed 
away in May 1945 after nearly 
half a century In the business, 
but to call the first Glik store 
in Madison a "department 
store” would be stretching the 
point a bit. 

The elder Mr. Glik, who lived 
in North St. Louis when the 
“Good Luck" store was .first 
founded, got his start with his 
father, Joseph Glik, the present 
owner’s grandfather, in a dry 
goods store on North Broadway. 

Once the Madison store had 
been opened, Morris Glik took 
a ferry to work each day from 
his St. Louis home, since the 
McKinley bridge had not yet 
been built. The store, which bad 
a 25-foot front, was devoted en¬ 
tirely to men’s and boys’ wear. 

Growing Pain*

The court ruled that the re¬ 
quirement of mud guards on 
some vehicles and the exemption 
of others is pot discrimination, 
end directed that enforcement of 
the law be left to the discretion 
of the Illinois state police.* 

The statute had been upheld 
as legal in two previous court 
cases, one in 1955 when the orig¬ 
inal law was enacted, and once 
again two years later. Minor re¬ 
vision* in the law were made 
by the 1959 state legislature.

TAX 

FACTS 


Important assessment changes 
in the State Revenue Act were 
made by the General Assembly 
at Its session in 1959, the Tax¬ 
payers’ Federation of Illinois re¬ 
viewed today. 

The quadrennial assessment 
year for counties of less than 
500,000 inhabitants was changed 
to 1963 and every fourth year 
thereafter, except In townshlpsl 
lying wholly within a city of* 
more than 50,000 population. In| 
these townships, the assessment 
is to be made quadrennially be¬ 
ginning In 1960. The law relative 
to the quadrennial assessment In 
Cook county was changed to pro¬ 
vide for the division of the coun¬ 
ty into four assessment districts. 
The quadrennial assessment 
years for district number 1 are 
1961. 1964 and every fourth year 
thereafter; for district number 

2 the quadrennial years are 1962 

1965 and every fourth year 
thereafter; for district number 

3 the quadrennial years are 1963 

1966 and every fourth year 
thereafter; and for district num¬ 
ber 4 the quadrennial assessment 
years are 1963 and every fourth 
year thereafter. 

The date as of which real 
property is assessed for taxation 
and as of which taxes become 
lien against such property 
be Jan. 1. commencing in 1960. 
(Personal property is still 
sessed for taxation each year 
of Ap(il 1) The month in which 
application must be made for 
judgment and order of sale for 
taxes and apecial assessments 
delinquent lands was changed 
from September to October. The 
adjournment date for Boards of 
Review in counties of 100,000 
more inhabitants was changed 
from Dec. 7 to not later than 
Dec. 31. 

At recent sessions the Gen 
eral Assembly has adopted 
number of amendments to the 
Revenue Act pertaining to ex¬ 
emptions. In 1955, all property 
of public building commissions as 
well as parking lots owned by 
schools, non-profit' hospitals, and 
religious and charitable institu¬ 
tions became exempt 

At the 1957 session, staff and 
student housing of schools and 
church-owned parsonages were 
exempt along with municipally- 
owned railroad terminal facili¬ 
ties. Laws adopted in 1959 ex¬ 
empt all property of veterans’ 
organizations used exclusively 
for charitable, patriotic and civ¬ 
ic purposes. Also at this session 
amendments exempt Jill property 
of park districts of less than 
500.000 inhabitants and all prop¬ 
erty of public water districts.

Legislature Can Correct Illinois 
Absentee Voting law Weaknesses 

In the wake of Hie prirttay voting, two weak- 
nesses in the present Illinois election low have become 
apparent. 

One of the weaknesses is the three-day period 
before each election, during whkh a voter's election 
day plans may change but It Is too lote to apply for 
absentee ballots. The existing deadline works well 
for those who know far enough in advance thpt they 
will be out of town. But unexpected business, illnesses 
and deaths that require last-minute trips should not 
disenfranchise persons who had fully intended to go 
to the polls personally. Perhaps a one-day rather than 
a three-day period would be more realistic. 

With 5,000,000 registered voters in Illinois and 
a substantial portion of that total voting in the 1950 
primary, 125,000 Orthodox Jews could not vote 
because their church law forbids voting or ony kind of 
business on the Feast of the Passover. Absentee ballots 
would have solved that problem, but Illinois statutes 
limit such ballots to those who anticipate they will be 
out of town or hospitalized. Yet, some arrangement 
should be made to record the political preferences of 
citizens bound by church rules to abstain from voting 
on religious holidays. 

Both of these conditions relating to the election 
code could be corrected by action of the state legist 
lature. Both are worthy of serious consideration at the 
next legislative session. 

Staff Ready To Act In Event Of 
Natural Disaster In Madison 

No one wants a tornado or other natural dis¬ 
aster to strike here, but everyone recognizes the dis¬ 
tinct possibility that this could happen. Now a dis¬ 
aster committee headed by E. A, Friedman has de¬ 
veloped a detailed plan of action to be carried out 
In the event of a major storm, fire or explosion in the 
city of Madison. 

In line with the federal government’s decision to 
encourage civil defense participation, many phases 
of the disaster program would utilize units of the de¬ 
fense staff. Work to cope with natural disasters Is 
similar in many ways to civil defense activities in the 
event of an enemy attack, and it is logical that the 
two staffs should work in close cooperation. 

The plan prepared by Friedman and approved 
by the city council could do much to speed rescue 
and first-aid work and to restore order to the com¬ 
munity. If a disaster strikes, the staff will be ready to 
swing into action. 

Right Turn, Radio Innovations May 
Ease Downtown Traffic Congestion 

Use of "walkie-talkie” radios and institution of 
right turns on red lights are indications of continuing 
Interest by the city of Granite City In solving downtown 
traffic problems. 

Some people have marveled at the fact that hu¬ 
man beings can. condition themselves to regulation 
by mechanical devices, such as stoplights, where they 
wait for the green signal even when there is no op¬ 


posing traffic. Traffic discipline Is necessary from a 
safety standpoint, but the "right turn on red” proce¬ 
dure makes sense, as long as motorists avoid pulling 
in front of oncoming vehicles. 

When tried during rush hours, the radio plan also 
aided in clearing traffic. In addition to guiding opera¬ 
tion of the light signals by pushbutton, the radio in¬ 
formation may lead to revision of the stoplight riming. 

Purpose of traffic regulation is to axpedite the 
flow of vehicles, not to stop autos just for the sake of 
stopping. The Innovations being tested seem likely to 
bring the Granite City business district doses to the 
goal of no traffic congestion. 

Average Person Works More Than 
Two Hours A Day To Pay Taxes 

During on eight-hour working day, does the 
average wage-earner spend most of his Hme earning 
money for groceries or for his home? Neither one, a 
1960 survey shows. 

The typical employee devotes two hours and 16 
minutes of each day to earning funds for his tax 
payments. Food and tobacco ronk next with one hour 
and 28 minutes, and housing and household opera¬ 
tions account for another hour and 24 minutes. The 
remaining two hours ond 52 seconds ore divided be¬ 
tween transportation, 36 minutes; clothing and acces¬ 
sories, 34 minutes; medical care, 19 minutes; recreation, 
18 minutes; and all other, one hour ond five minutes. 

The survey answered most questions that come 
to mind, including the fact that taxes represented a 
smaller proportion, two hours and 12 minutes, two 
years ago. 

The only unanswered questions are how a person 
can work four minutes longer for taxes when the work 
day is getting shorter, and against what earning 
period does the "coffee-break” apply — taxes, food

Despite any and all allegations to the con¬ 
trary, it should be remembered that fluoridation has 
been found effective and safe In 100% of the com¬ 
munities where it has been used. Not a single case of 
ill effects has been found. And not one recognized 
health authority or organization hos found fault with 
fluoridation, including the official government agen¬ 
cies and medical and dental schools and associations. 

To date, 116 communities serving more than half 
of all Illinois residents have adopted fluoridation. This 
is no fly-by-alght, unproven proposal. The experience 
in Evanston raises the question anew; why should the 
city of Granite City continue Its delay?_

Council members refused 
act on a recommendation byj 
aty Atty. William Beatty 
pay $45 damages to two motor¬ 
ists who damaged tires and! 
wheels on their autos by strik-j 
ing a foot-deep, water-filled hole 
on Johnson road near the drain-1 
age ditch bridge. 

By a 10-to-3 vote, the council 
placed the attorney’s letter on 
file, after a lengthy debate dur-| 
ing which it was decided not to 
set a precedence. 

When questioned by council 
members, neatty said there re¬ 
mained a big question as to 
whether there were two holes or 
Just one and If the city knew of 
the hole in advance of the mis¬ 
haps. 

The debate centered on 
city's ability to pay such claims 
and the probability of a flood of 
requests for city payment for 
tire and wheel damage to pri¬ 
vate automobile*.

such claims, but was told by 
Beatty the cost would be prohib¬ 
itive. 

Alderman Donald Partney re¬ 
marked that the city for a while 
was being sued almost constant¬ 
ly by persons falling on side¬ 
walks, and that to begin paying 
auto damage claims would re¬ 
sult in a siege of such claims. 

Referred to aty Atty. Beatty 
was notice of a $10,000 lawsuit 
filed against the city because of 
injury suffered by a child in a 
fall over a sidewalk flower box 
which was in front of Beatty’s 
law office. The law firm of Mo¬ 
ran & Beatty and the Associated! 
Retailers also are defendants in 
the case, along with the city. 

In the suit, the city is charged 
with negligence in keeping pub¬ 
lic sidewalks clear of obstacles. 
The suit was filed for Deborah 
Martin, six-year-old daughter of 
Churchill Martin. Rural Route
